DEAH SIE:—I returned to Washington 


;he 21st, and found your letter of the IGth 
with e!ip mailed on the 18th iust, which 
will explain the delay in replying thereto. 


Tho printed slip purporting to be a 


"summary" o£ your "record in congress j 
compiled from the Congressional Keoord" 
m relation to bill? introduced by you and 
action thereon, is incorrect in almost 
every particular, and grossly unfair and 
unjust to you. 


The ascertion that 98 of your bills were 


'killed in committeo and never report- 
ed" is so absolutely ridiculous that it 
ought not to impose on even ti freshly re- 
cruited marine. 


Bills are not "killed in committee and 


never reported," for the simple reason 
that they cannot be killed that way. 


They may be withheld iu committee 


without action, but to be "killed" they 
must be reported adversely to the house 
and laid on the table. The mere fact that 
a committee fails to report a particular 
bill to the houso, is no proof that it is 
hostile to it, for fully two-thirds if. not 
four-fifths ot all the bills that are intro- 
duced are never reported to the house. 
As a rule, committees endeavor to accom- 
plish by "general legislation" in one bill 
the relief sought in u dozen, fifty or even 
one hundred bills, as was the case iu the 
bill (H. B., 5224) to relieve certain sol- 
diers of the late war Erom the charge of 
desertion, which was reported by Gen- 
eral Henderson from tho committee on 
military affairs.as a substitute for over 
one hundred bills. This bill became u 
law and the original bills remain in tho 
committee. Tho same was true of tho 
bill 
(H. K. 3251) authorizing 
tlio 


postmaster general to adjust 
certain 


claims 
of 
postmasters 
for 
losses 


by burglary, lire or other iniavoidable 
causes; which was reported as a substi- 
tute for some seventy or more individual 
bills, which bill also became a law. i 
might enumerate more, bat there aro 
scores ot such GUSTO and theso two will il- 
lustrate the point. 


A private or "relief" bill docs not noc- 


essarly involve an appropriation of money. 
A pension bill is a "relief" bill and so id u 
bill relative to tho military record of John 
Doe, and so is a bill to settle the accounts 
of any civil or military officer, to meet 
some technicality in the laws or ruling of 
the accounting officers of tho Treasury 
Department. 


During the three srssious of the 4G con- 


gress 7,076 bills and joint resolutions were 
introduced in tho houso and 2,351 in the 
Senate.'.aggregatmg in both houseo 10,027, 
oE this number 489 became laws, or about

During the first session of the 47th con- 


gress 7,190 bills and joint resolutions 
were introduced iu tho house and 2,28G in

Thero are now on the three calendars 


of the houso 549 bills, of which number 
245 are public, aiid 304 private. It is of 
course difficult to estimate the propor- 
tion ot this number which will become 
laws during the coming session, but in 
view o_f action 011 the report of the "tariff 
commission" which will consume ut least 
one month, it is safe to say that not over 
150 of this number will reach tho presi- 
dent.

There happened to be no deaths 
at live o'clock in the evening.

ivcro ten more deaths before noon than 
tfter it. 


Moro than half of those who died were 


children under five, of summer ailments, 
'Totcls were the scenes of ten deaths; 
nstitutious, 120; tenements, 409.

me death on the sixth floor of a house is 
ecorded, though there were 179 on sec- 
>ml floors. The death rate is put at •>£) 71 
ui 1,000, but the Board of Health esti- 
mates the population at 1,2S4,.524, which 
i, according to popular belief, a quarter 
f a million lesa than the actual number 
t people in the city.—N. Y. Sun. 


A Hop-1'ickiiitr Machine. 


rA letter from Cooperstown, in the N. 
Y. Post, gives this account of the opera- 
tions of an improved hop-picking machine 
now at work in a large yard near that 
village, which is confessed not to be much 
of an improvement on the human ma- 
chine: It is a simple contrivance, which 
' the patentee, who was operating it, ac- 
knowledged to be as yet in an imperfect 
and experimental state. It consists of a 
small se.t of rollers geared upon bearings 
which separate or draw close together by 
means of spiral springs. 
Tho hop vine is 


eutfrom the poles in pieces, and is fed 
between the rollers, butt end first. Tho 
vine and leaves pass between the rollers, 
d_rop down upon a receiver, and are car- 
ried to a table where two persona are 
kept busy picking out the leaves that 
may follow the course of the hops. The 
machine operates somewhat like the com- 
mon clothes-wringer, tho hops, being 
more bulky than the vines and the leaves, 
breaking ofl' when they come to the 
rollers, as a shirt-button is torn from its 
fastening while the shirt pusses smoothly 
between tho rollers which press the 
moisture from it. Last year this hop- 
picking machine was operated by foot- 
power, the man who fed in the vines also 
p^lyinga foot-treadle nsa motive power. 
Ihe patentee has this year geared his 
machine to power, which is operated by 
a sheep. 
The power is the 
common 


tread-mill used'by fanners who do their 
churning by dog or sheep power. 
When 


the writer saw this hop-picking machine 
in operation it was run by a medium- 
sized, mild-eyed ewe, whose plaintive 
bleat now and then pleaded to be re- 
leased from the endless up-hill journey. 
Nearby two other wool-bearers were 
tethered waiting thoir turn on the tread- 
mill. By thus changing sheep frequent- 
ly the three are able to keep the picking- 
machine running throughout the day. 
To operate the machine to its full capaci- 
ty requires two persons to fetch the vines 
from the pole*, one to feed and two to 
pick out the 
leaves that drop down 


among the hops. The five persons who 
are required to attend it could pick near- 
ly as many hops as the machine docs.
